HE 14th of this Month the Duke of 
Orleans went Poft from hence for Ar- 
ragon, whence his Royal Highnefs 
is to go to draw together the Ar- 
my in Catalonia. The General Of. 
ficers and all others that were in this City, are gone 
for Catalonia, Eftramadura, and Andalufia. Let- 
ters from Valencia of the roth relate, that the Mi- 
quelets had left Alicant and Denia, as well becaufe 
of the extreme Want of Provifions in thofe Places, 
as becaufe they would not obey the Officers who 
pretended co fubject them to the Military Difcipline 
obferv'd by Regular Troops. By Means of Intelli- 
ligence that they held with the Rebels of that Part 
of the Country, they furpriz’d the Caftle of Guada- 
lefte which ftands among the Hills near the Sea, 
hoping to make it a retreating Place, whence they 
might make Excurfions to plunder the open Coua- 
try, and maintain themfelves eafily in it by the Suc- 
cours they might receive by Sea. Don Pedro Ron- 
quillo, who commands in thofe Parts, caus’d Don 
Thomas Salgado to march ageinft them with Part 
of his Regiment ; and he beat them out of the Towa 
and Cattle. Many were kili‘c on this Occafon ; 
others betaking themfelves to a Houfe for Defence, 
were burnt init; and 21 who efcap'd rhe Flames, 
were taken, and immediately hang’d, becaufe they 
had fhor to Death 2 Caprain and fome Soldiers whom 

they had taken Prifonets. | 
Perpignan, April 18. The Duke de Noailles will 
atrive bere the 25th. Twenty four heavy Cannon 
are fent co Rofes, with a great Quantity of Ammu- 
nition and Provifions. By divers Advices from Bar- 
celona we have an Account, that the People there 
were difcontented, becaufe of tke Scarcity of Pro- 
vifions and the Delay of the Succours that are to 
come to them from Italy, and which they have been 
told will be very confiderable. To quiet them, Care 
has been taken to import from Majorca 4000 Mea- 
fures of Corn, which is worth here buc 2 Livres a 


- Meafure and fells for 10 in Barceloria ; and yct the 


Burghers are not permitted to buy more than one 
Mealure aca Time. They affect to give out at Bas- 
celona, that the Princefs of Wolfemburtel will {pee- 
dily arrive; that they may induce the Catalonians to 
believe that fince the Allies fend that Princefs, they 
will not fail to fend neceffary Succours likewife for 
continuing the War. The Archduke has nominated 
three Catalonian Lords to go to Genoa to compli- 
ment her on his Part : Some magnificent Coaches 
that were fent from Naples are fhewn to the People, 
and a good number of Artificers are fet to work to 
fit up and adorn the Apartments defign’d for the 
faid Princefs. All Advices agree, that the Enemy 
have no more than 14000 Men of regular Troops, 
who have only Bread given them, and are ill paid ; 
Bills of Exchange ro the Value of 1oo0co Crowns 
drawn on che Englifh Conful having been protefted. 
Some Months ago they would have fupplied their 
Want of Money, by laying a Tax on the People ; 
bur were oblig’d ro defift from it for fear of caufing 
én Infurrection. Wanting Money, they had not 
made any (ecled Provifion the laft Month, either for 
Stores to fabG& their Forces, for their Artillery, or 
for Hofpicals. The Archduke caufes a great Quan- 
tity of Copper Money to be coyn’d, by which he 
will gain confiderable Profit. He is endeavouring 


. toraife new Forces, Don Antonio de Peguera, one 
Of the principal Authors of the Revolt, and Collo- 
_ hel of the Archduke’s Guards, is dead, and is {uc-
